TUG WYLER MYSTERY SERIES

Suzy’s Case by debut novelist Andy Siegel is a knockout — smart, sensitive, significant and in spots 
laugh-out-loud funny. The first chapter presents “The Unfortunate Event” of six-year-old Suzy Williams. 
rushed to a Brooklyn hospital by her devoted mother, June, in distress due to sickle cell anemia, Suzy 
goes into cardiac arrest, as a team of frantic doctors and nurses try to electric shock her into 
responsiveness. And then, as the author promises, “the ride begins.” And is it ever wild. And well done. 

Siegel, who summers in Amagansett, has been “litigating complicated jury trials” for over two 
decades. Not bad for a kid who was kept in remedial reading through the 11th grade, he notes. He knows 
what it’s like to be an underdog. And now, he adds fiction adventures to those from his real life as he 
places his protagonist's “legal expertise and fighting spirit” at the service of “the less advantaged people of 
the city.” What gets Siegel going every day, which he loves, is trying “to make the system work for the 
injured victim when the big insurance companies vigorously resist such an outcome.” 

Tug is street-smart delicious, savvy-sharp, unconventional, determined, a wimp and wuss only with 
his imperious money-mad, narcissistic wife, Tyler Wyler. Right! It’s that kind of book! The legal and 
medical lore in the book is impressive and absorbing. And it’s fun and so New York, full of smart-ass 
observations, sexual innuendo, urban slang and dialogue that doesn’t wait for response. Tug’s charm is 
that he acts honorably. 

Siegel trots out a full canvas of eccentric folks. These include HIC folks — that’s Tug talk for 
Henry’s Injured Criminals, referral cases of those who have been “tried, convicted, and jailed” for felonious 
conduct that he inherits from Henry Benson who’s not against sending a killer or two Tug’s way. Tug takes 
them, saying, “I repulse myself sometimes.” Then, invoking a mantra he recites at various and dubious 
times, he adds, “At least | admit it.” . .

RECORD RIDERSHIP 

More people took the subway last week than 
ever before and we expect this coming week, 
the Fourth of July, to be an even bigger bang-up 
success.

It is below ground so 
nothing from the subway can disturb the surface 
of the earth or the atmosphere above.

BITCOIN 

Next week Hamptons Subway will be 
accepting Bitcoin for subway rides, rather 
than just the swipe cards. The regular turnstiles 
will be there for the swipe cards, but on 
every platform down at the end will be a 
Bitcoin turnstile with a slot in which you can 
drop Bitcoins. For now, any Bitcoin amount 
at all that will fit in the slot will do. We don’t 
know much about it yet, so just put in a Bitcoin 
nickel, dime or quarter for now and come on in. 
Exact amounts will be decided upon by the end 
of the week. 


IT’S OKAY 

All riders, both male and female, will be 
jammed into the subway cars over the Fourth 
of July weekend. like sardines, so touching 
will occur between one person and another 
because it has to. At every platform at the 
bottom of the escalators beginning Friday will 
be subway employees handing out signs reading 
IT’S OK. Just take one if you’re okay with it and 
use the attached ribbon to put it around your 
neck, so it is displayed well as you struggle into 
a subway car. 


BEER 

Yes, that smell at the east end of the Ditch 
Plains stop is beer. It’s emanating from a 
storage room about 200 yards farther along 
in the tunnel heading for the lighthouse 
because it is there in that storage room that a 
vein was tapped in an underground water stream 
found to have just the right chemical balance for 
brewing beer.

IT’S GETTING HOT OUT HERE 
Last weekend’s unseasonably hot temperatures 
brought an early start to the nude farming 
season on the East End. And as is common 
when this season arrives, the police got several 
alarmed calls from new arrivals unfamiliar 
with this traditional practice. The police 
informed callers that there was nothing to be 
concerned about. 

“It’s understandable that people would be 
a little freaked out,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Here they’ve got their 


new mansion with their view of pristine potato 
fields, and they’re out on their deck enjoying their 
morning coffee when, out of nowhere, there’s 
some geezer riding around on a tractor in his 
birthday suit.” 

Hirsch explains that it’s a quirk of local 
laws that allows certain area farmers to 
farm nude, and that many of the farmers 
who have the right to do so continue to do it as 
a matter of principal. “Naked farming was not 
specifically prohibited in the Hamptons until 
1961,” says Hirsch. “And the way the law was 
written, only those farmers who were actively 
farming when the prohibition went into effect 
are still allowed to farm nude now—they're 
grandfathered in, so to speak.” They continue 
to cling to the practice, says Hirsch, out of a 
reverence for tradition. “Look, it’s not like it’s a 
comfortable way to work,” he says. “There are lots 
of better ways to beat the heat, and the effect on 
the skin is brutal.” 

Ninety-seven-year-old Sagaponack potato 
farmer Klaus Keinekleider, who has been farming 
nude since the mid-50s, concurs with Hirsch on 


this point. “It’s not about staying cool, it’s about 
freedom,” says Keinekleider. “Would I be better 
off wearing a shirt and long pants to shield me 
from sunburns? Of course I would! Does it burn 
when I go to nestle my hindquarters onto that 
hot metal tractor seat? Of course it does! But this 
is the way my father did it, and his father before 
him. Keinekleiders have been farming naked in 
the Hamptons since the 1700s, and we're not 
about to stop now!” 

Hirsch notes that the days of nude 
farming are rapidly coming to a close on the 
East End, as most of the farmers who were 
grandfathered in upon the passing of the law are 
long gone. “Back in the day, it was all you saw.out 
here,” Hirsch says nostalgically. “Men, women, 
boys and girls—it was like a nudist colony with 
a potato farm. Now you hardly ever see it. Those 
lucky few who have a view of the Keinekleider 
farm should be grateful—he’s one of the last of a 
dying breed.”

met a woman the other day who told me about 
her husband’s prior marriage and how he got 

out of it. Can’t vouch for the truth of this, but it’s 

quite a story. 

“Tom had fallen in love with the view of the 
sea in Wainscott at the end of Town Line Road. 
There was just open dune there then, with a 
50-or-so-acre potato farm stretching out up the 
road. He bought it for about a million six— 
this was 20 years ago—had a farmhouse moved 
off the property and built a house to his own 
specifications directly on the ocean there. 

“At the time, he was married to this beautiful 
but very crazy woman, a big spender. Tom 
put the property in her name. They’d come out 
for the month of August. This went on for maybe 
10 years. 

“One year they came out and were driving 
down Town Line Road, and about halfway down 
alongside the property there was a brand new

house, just built. A car was in the driveway. Tom 
was in a rage. He pulled over and jumped out, 
ran to the front door and started pounding on it. 
A man answered. Tom screamed at him. ‘YOU 
BUILT THIS ON MY LAND. HOW DARE YOU. 
HOW COULD YOU DO THAT.’ 

“The man looked out at the car, pulled over on 
the side of the road with the door open. He saw 
the lady. He pointed at her. She scrunched down 
in her seat. 

“T bought this from HER. It’s four acres. 
What’s wrong with you?” 

“All you could see now was the top of her head.” 

“The four acres were right in the middle of the 
farm. The buyer had a view in every direction, 
while Tom and his wife no longer did. Tom drove 
silently down to their oceanfront home. Neither 
spoke. Finally Tom said, “Why did you DO that?’ 
And she said she had run out of money and 
didn’t want him to know. She thought perhaps 
he wouldn’t notice. Tom put up evergreen trees 
in a row to try to block the view of this new 


house. There was a porch attached to the back 
of Tom’s house. He removed it. But nothing 
worked. Divorce followed. Then I got him.” 


Up until about 1980, many of the big mansions 
in the Hamptons had paragraphs in their deeds 
preventing the owners from selling to a “negro, 
Jew or entertainer.” This was WASP country 
going back 300 years. Keep the others out. 

If you were in one of the groups prohibited 
but wanted the house, the only way around this 
rule was to find a friendly WASP man to buy it, 
remove the paragraph after he bought it and then 
re-sell it to you. 

One such person who did that was Billy Joel. 
The property was on Further Lane in East 
Hampton, and when he took me through it he 
told me of the problem and the friend who helped 
him. “I’m two out of three,” he said happily. 

Another person who did this was Evan Frankel, 
who wanted to found a synagogue in East 
Hampton. There was already one in Sag Harbor 


Fresh, Wild Swordfish Steaks ; 
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back then—had been for more than a hundred 
years—but it was tucked away somewhere and 
not in any visible spot that might cause offense. 

Frankel found a gorgeous and grand mansion 
for sale in East Hampton, observed that it was 
smack at the very entrance to East Hampton 
Village on Woods Lane, and decided it would 
be perfect to have it as a synagogue 
where all the blue bloods driving by 
would be unable to miss it. Then he 
learned it had the “paragraph.” One 
friendly Christian later, the sign out 
front read THE JEWISH CENTER OF 
EAST HAMPTON. 

A similar situation took place in 
the early 1960s in Southampton, 
_where Jerry Finkelstein, a New York 
y multi-millionaire in those days, 
a Gin Lane mansion—the 
mansion in town—and, using 
ndly Christian approach, 
it and proudly put the name 
STEIN on a wooden sign out 
~ front. “First Jew in Southampton,” he 
~ told me proudly. It was also a proud 


was where that homeowner was getting his water.

Thus did Steven Gaines shortly come to write 
popular history of the Hamptons, which he 

titled Philistines at the Hedgerow. 


“This i is a real estate story from about 1975 that 
heard about. At that time, small modern homes 
xisted | oceanfront along Dune Road. Dune Road 
Bridgehampton runs along a peninsula, east 
st, at the back of the Atlantic Ocean sand 
nes. Its most westerly terminus is at the cut 
el e Mecox Bay empties into the sea. 

‘The last house on Dune Road had this 
spectacular view not only of the sea to the 
south but over and across a vacant lot to the 
Mecox Bay cut. 

Someone bought that lot, however, and 
proposed to the town to build a house on it. Were 
he to succeed, the man in the house already there 
would no longer have that view of the cut. He’d 
have a-view of the side of the new house and then 
the cut. 

The homeowner fought fiercely to prevent this 
new lot owner from building. He noted that in 
the zoning, it was now illegal to dig a new water 
well along that road. He had his, but it was 
grandfathered in. There were no water pipes 
coming down Dune Road then. This would put a 
stop to it. Without the ability to build a well, how 
could the property owner possibly have a house? 
He couldn’t. All that money he had spent on that 
property was for nothing. 

The town agreed. But the lot owner appealed 
the decision by asking for a zoning variance. At 
the hearing the homeowner once again voiced 
his objections. The lot owner had a spot where he 
hoped to dig his well. As a matter of fact, he had 
found a well pipe under there. It must have had 
this well before. So it could be grandfathered in, 
he figured. The town agreed to consider it. 

The day came when a member of the zoning 
committee went down to the lot to examine this 
well pipe. With him were the lot owner and the 
homeowner, not talking to each other. 

An engineer dug up the pipe and they found it 
was actually a working well. Following the pipe, 
they realized it led to the house next door. This 


The enormous mansion in Water .Mill called 
“Villa Maria” was for many years owned by the 
Dominican Sisters, a religious order that used 
the property as a retreat for its nuns. The head 
of this household once happily gave me a tour 
of the property. The house had originally been 
built in the late 19th century for a wealthy New 
York City banker. In 1931, the religious order 
Sisters of the Order of St. Dominic bought the 
house from actress Irene Coleman (stage name 
Ann Murdagh), who, in the opinion of the order, 
frequently held licentious, loud and very long 
parties there. 

At that time, the property encompassed not only 
the waterfront parcel where the mansion stood 


but also the triangle out front across the way. A , 


few years later, a group of Water Mill residents 
formed an association to buy that triangle from 
the nuns and place the great wooden windmill 
that you see on it today. 

“Remembering what had happened with the 
actors and actresses,” the sister giving me the 
tour said, “the order offered to sell it to the Water 
Mill group for $1, provided that if at any time 
there were licentious, immoral or outrageous 
behavior on that property, the religious order 
could buy it back for that dollar.” 

I believe that paragraph is in that deed today. 
So far, it’s been pretty quiet on that triangle. 


The great real estate agent in the Hamptons for 
the wealthy WASP community back in the 1970s 
and 1980s was Allan Schneider, who built for 
himself that three-story sandstone English revival 
building just to the west of Bridgehampton for his 
main office. Schneider always wore a tie and suit, 
the jacket sporting a crest on the breast pocket 
that might have been from English royalty. He 
said it was the crest of his family. I believe he 
went to the Episcopal Church in East Hampton 
in those days. He had a mansion right on Main 
Street in East Hampton Village. 

Once I .asked him to tell me of the most 
unusual sale he’d ever had. He told me about a 
local merchant who lived in a small split-level 
house on a half-acre on Hayground Road, north 
of the highway. 

“He wanted to list it for as with me,” he said. 


“T told him it might fetch about $85,000, that was 
all. He said he wanted the listing at $300,000. 
He was adamant. I took it on, but I’d be driving 
people around and we’d pass that house and I’d 
note it was for sale—the sign was out front—but 
it was asking $300,000. People would scoff at it. 
So we'd press on. 

“After about a year, I drove by it 
with this young couple and they saw 
the sign out front and asked me the 
price, and I told them and they said it 
was just perfect for them. Just driving 
by they were in love with it. I was 
dumbfounded. They asked if I could 
bid $290,000. I agreed to do so. The 
merchant refused it. In the end, he got 
the full $300,000.” 

Allan Schneider died at the age of 
54 during a dinner when he choked on 
a piece of steak and had a heart attack. 
At his funeral, his Jewish parents, 
Saul and Celia Schneider, both in 
their early 80s, came up from Fort 
Lauderdale, and nobody said a word 
to them about how Schneider, in life, 
had conducted himself. 


Here are two more recent stories. 

Around the year 2000, a Wall Street titan 
purchased a farm on Gibson Lane in Sagaponack, 
and.after many a go around with the town, had 
the farmhouse torn down and replaced with 
a magnificent 6,200-square-foot architectural 
prize-winning mansion. It took him more than 
a year to build this house, which then wound 
up going to his wife in their divorce settlement. 
Another Wall Street titan, a man who’d formerly 
worked for the first one, bought the property, 
decided he didn’t like the house the former owner 
had built there—this house had barely been lived 
in, maybe just a few times—and so had that torn 
down and built one twice as big on the site. 


In Southampton about that same time, a man 
bought an oceanfront property that had a main 
house, a cottage for guests and another small 
house. The buyer wanted to tear the two smaller 
houses down and, using that square footage, 
attach an addition of that size to the main house. 
These three buildings on this property had 
preceded zoning and, so were grandfathered in. 
But once torn down, the square footage was 
gone. You couldn’t build bigger than what was 
the main house. That was the maximum with 
current zoning. In the end, the buyer left the 
houses where they were and created an enormous 
basement that sat underneath all three. Above 
ground they looked the same. But access to 
them was through the exercise room, the spa, 
the movie studio and whatever else the buyer 
dreamed up for his enormous basement. 

This 322-foot long basement under the dunes 
also served as a giant cofferdam project against 
ocean turbulence during storms. It might 
have qualified as a “hard structure,” which is 
illegal, but since it was under a house it was a 
“basement.” This project sits east of Coopers 
Beach in Southampton. An ingenious but 
expensive solution to a problem. 


Now Jay-Z and Beyoncé have bought a house on 
Georgica Pond, moved in and discover the owner 
of the property next door wants to build a house 
that would block their view in one direction.

While Mexican Children Cry, Here’s How My Grandpa Got to America

s children cry for their mothers on the 
American side of the border with Mexico, 

thanks to perhaps the worst President America 

has ever had, I decided to write about how my 
own family came here to America. I had been 

told that my grandfather, Franz, when he was a 

teenager, left his parents in the old country at 

their insistence, understanding he would likely 
never see them again. 

Above is a picture of him, taken in Brooklyn 
when he was 59. He sits in the front row with his 
wife. Behind him are his three sons. My father, 
with his big smile, is on the left, my mother, who 


he had just married, is beside him. 

Franz Rattiner was born in Romania in 1878. 
When he was five, that country’s government 
embarked on a pogrom to rid that country of 
Jews. The claim was that Jews were taking jobs 
that should be available to Christians. Children 
of Jews were no longer permitted to attend 
public schools. Citizenships were taken away. 
Jews could no longer work in professions, or 
be allowed to hold any job other than the most 
menial. Muslims also were victims of these laws. 
“Troublemakers” were shot. 

That same year when he was five years old, the

of the American Revolution and their part in 
it, arrived in New York Harbor. Liberté, 
Equalité, Fraternité. 

I know nothing of my grandfather’s parents in 
Romania. But I do know they lived in Bucharest 
and had nine children, of whom Franz was 
the oldest. The plan was that when he was old 
enough, they would scrape up enough money to 
get him out of the country. At age 19, they sent 
him to Paris. In Paris, he could get along on his 
own somehow. The goal was for the next two 
children in the family to come to him when he 
could afford it, and then, with those children in 
tow, come to America. 

In Paris, Franz made money by playing the 
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violin in cafés and restaurants. When he was 
22, he sent for his two younger brothers, aged 
13 and 9, and shortly after that, brought them 


on the steamship Normandie from Le Havre to - 


New York. 

The year was 1900. The ship arrived Christmas 
day. Franz spoke Romanian and French. Arriving 
at Ellis Island with his young family, he listed his 
trade as “bookbinder.” He’d learned that trade 
as a boy, and in Brooklyn he worked doing that. 
He learned English. In the evenings, he taught 
music. Other immigrants helped these children. 
Soon, his younger brothers and sisters found 
work and went off to lead their own lives. 

There were no immigration laws back then, 


although if you were sick and contagious you - 


were turned away. America’s first restrictive 
immigration law was passed in 1901, the year 


after they arrived. President McKinley had been | 
_— shot that year by an “anarchist.” Henceforth no 
anarchists could be admitted to America. Stricter 


laws and quotas began to come in around 1910. 
In the late 1920s, quotas were established by 
country of origin, to be loosened or made stricter 
as the occasion warranted. 

Franz married a Romanian girl named Margaret 


‘in Brooklyn when he was 24 and she 22. In 
her youth, according to my dad, she was a 
great beauty. I do not know her background or 


maiden name. 

Franz and Margaret had three children, all 
sons, born in 1908, 1911 and 1914. My dad was the 
middle son. As you see, he got my grandmother’s 
“good looks” gene. 

_ My dad became a chemist and pharmacist and 
moved our family to Montauk in 1956, when 
he bought White’s Drug Store. I was a teenager 
then, but by that time had come to know my 
grandparents pretty well in Brooklyn. They lived 
upstairs in a two-family house at 1796 St. John’s 
Place. (I have one of grandpa’s business cards. 


It reads “Prof. F. Rattiner, School of Music” and © 


gives that address.) The upstairs was what was 
called a railroad flat, with the living room in the 
front, the kitchen in the middle and the bathroom 
and two bedrooms in the back. The living room 
had a grand piano, a banjo, clarinet and guitar set 
up for my grandpa’s music lessons. 

The kitchen smelled like cooked cabbage. They 
had a Dalmatian who barked whenever anyone 
came up the stairs. I remember my grandpa as a 
gentle, kindly man with a soft voice and a sweet 
smile. I remember my grandma as a by-the-rules 
tyrant of the house. My mother, I recall, told me 
she thought her mother-in-law had this strict 
and unpleasant attitude because she had lost 
her beauty as she got older. Grandma had been 
unkind to her daughter-in-law, apparently. 

Once, when I asked my mom why she married 
my dad, besides the fact that she loved him, she 
hesitated and then said, “It was because he was 
a hunk.” . 

Franz and Margaret died at home from natural 
causes in their early 70s. From the dates on their 
tombstones, it became apparent to me, seeing 
their marriage certificate, that she had lied about 


_ her age when she got married. She was not 22. 


She was 25, a year older than he was. 
Obviously, they had come here fleeing 


oppression. The same as most people fleeing 


Mexico today. 

Here’s what Magdalena Escobedo, a worker 
at a migrant shelter in Tucson, told a New York 
Times reporter Saturday when asked why these 
people took this dangerous journey. 

“When you've got a gun to your head, 
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people threatening to rape your daughter, 
extort your business, force your son to work 
for the cartels, what would you do?” 
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And of course, this is on the base of the Statue 
of Liberty: “Give me your tired, your poor, your 
huddled masses yearning to breathe free, the 
wretched refuse of your teeming shore. Send 
these, the homeless, tempest-tossed to me, I lift 
my lamp beside the golden door!” 

Lately I find myself yearning for the old 
days, when we lived by the golden rule, the 10 
commandments and the freedoms afforded by 
the liberty and democracy of the best country in 
the world, the United States of America. There 
were things wrong, to be sure. And there were 
bad guys. But during that time, the laws of the 
land were upheld with love and compassion, and 
good works were encouraged by a president who 
had a moral compass, ethics and pride in our 
nation’s values. 

This current guy in that office is not such

That Gift in Calverton 


A Merry-Go-Round, Navy Jets, a Ski Mountain and Now This!

L ast December, the Town of Riverhead 

approved an agreement to sell the former 
Grumman Aircraft Testing Facility in Calverton 
for $40 million. 

Now they are getting cold feet. And you can’t 
blame them. 

The Town has “sold” these thousands of acres 
numerous times over, often to buyers with very 
wild and crackpot schemes that, in the end, 
always fell through. 

They've made money from some of these 
buyers. One had to cough up $2 million or so 
to keep their “exclusive” rights to buy it from 
expiring. So from that perspective, it’s been a 
money-maker for the town at least for that much. 

Early on, developers tried to make it a rock ’n’ 
roll music venue. (A show happened. After what 
happened, the town said no more.) 

An attempt to make it a racetrack crashed. An 
attempt to make it a solar farm flamed out. A 
proposal to make it a shopping center foundered. 

Another time—and this was probably the most 
famous—it was proposed as a 900-acre theme 
park that would rival Disneyland. There would 
be a racetrack, ferries and gondolas crossing an

artificial lake, a convention center, a little Swiss 


Village and, its crowning achievement, a 35-story- 


artificial mountain, inside which-it would snow 
and be a ski slope year around. Imagine! Skiing 
in July! Did I forget the theme park hotels? 
The jungle walk? The equestrian center? The 
evergreens and bushes on the mountain? The 
spas and the water shows? 

The Town was selling this property to a group 
that claimed it built a ski mountain in Dubai. They 
would pay $155 million for the acres. Anyway, it 
was 2008, and as the investors went about raising 
what they said would be an estimated $2.2 billion 
for the project, the world suffered an economic 
calamity. The developers said the price would 
have to be $105 million. The Town agreed, if 
Riverhead Resorts, as it was called, made another 
payment of $3.9 million. They didn’t. Poof. 

In researching this article, I have found that 
before the town came to own it, this facility, with 
its two runways—one 10,000 feet and the other 
8,000 feet—and two gigantic aircraft hangars, 
was operated from 1950 to 1996 as a secret 
military facility, mostly as an assembly plant and 
a jet plane testing airport, but also as the place 
where Grumman tested out the lunar roving 
vehicle they had won the contract to build. In 
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building it, they also built on this site a replica 
of the surface of the moon. The chosen American 
astronauts going to the moon came to Riverhead 
to walk around or drive the lunar rover around on 
the fake moon. So this had to be lifelike. 

Is Riverhead—now that this has been revealed— 
therefore the actual “moon” that naysayers have 
said was walked on by our astronauts when they 
“pretended” to be on the moon? I always thought 
that was in Nevada. 

The outfit that came in just before this current 
outfit was a man with a dream, Daniel Preston, 
who by his own account was a genius, a college 
student at age 12, a developer of revolutionary 
carbon fiber methods, builder of drones and 
mini-aircraft and a person wildly sought after 
by Silicon Valley. He said he would move his 
recently established firm, Luminati, to this site 
in Riverhead and would employ thousands of 
people and build ground-breaking aircraft for the 
American armed forces. He already had orders 
needing to be fulfilled. 

Turned out he could never prove his education 
claims, nor could he prove he was a founder or 


. partner (rather than an employee) with earlier 


businesses. A whole lot else didn’t seem correct. 
For example, an experimental aircraft he said he 
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built was shown on the site and flown around. 
But then a German company said the plane being 
flown was made in their factory and who was this 
guy saying he created it? Preston said he’d made 
so many modifications that it was a new plane, 
but that was never proven, either. Dan Preston’ s 
prospective backers were fleeing. And the town, 
when the time came, did not sell to him for what 
had reportedly been agreed would be $40 million. 

Then, late last year, there came the chairman 
of the company that built and owns the Mall 
of America in Minnesota, American Dream 
Meadowlands in New Jersey (scheduled to open 
in March 2019) and the West Edmonton Mall 
in Canada. He is Nader Ghermezian, and in 
recent times his company has begun building 
a new project in Miami and, just a few months 
ago, purchased the recently shuttered Dowling 
College in Shirley for $14 million and will 
reportedly turn it into an aeronautical school 
to provide workers for what he has in mind 
in Riverhead. They have essentially taken over 
for Luminati. (Preston is not a voting member 
of the new corporation.) In December, the 


_Ghermezians and the town considered making 


an agreement with their shiny new company, 
Calverton Aviation & Technology (a joint venture 
with Luminati and Triple Five Ventures), that 
says they will build an aircraft factory and other 
factory buildings—a million square feet—to the 
industrial and commercial zoning Sg bela 
that the Town allows there. 

A lot of local officials now—with new town 
board members—are expressing remorse about 


what was approved by the old town board just 


days before they left office in December. No 


money changed hands with this agreement. The 
requirements are vague. Deposits will come when 
it is further along, and at the closing, the buyer 


will hand over the entire $40 million. 


What’s the problem? Currently, those objecting 
say the agreement leaves questions unanswered. 
For example, if they don’t build a huge aircraft 
facility there, the town would have no remedy to 
get the property back. (Presumably yy returning 
the money?)

Riverhead can’t break this agreement, according 
to town lawyers, but there is a requirement that 
says the buyer has to show he can afford the 
$40 million and has lots of money rather than 
just being some fool looking for investors, which 
is what they had before. Well, doesn’t “cash” or 
“certified check” mean it doesn’t matter? Does 
it matter? Well, perhaps a demand to see their 
books—this is a private company that has a right 
not to show its books—would cause them to 
spook and withdraw. It’s a long shot. 

I think the- Town was so caught up in 
battling over this for the last 20 years with 
people who didn’t have the money, that they 
are taken aback by someone who does. Up until 
now, this has been great entertainment for this 
newspaper and other media to write about, but 


in the zoning, seriously now, entertainment is 
forbidden on the site, since the Town is looking 
to serve up tons of jobs for its townspeople and 
wants factories. 

Lest we forget, in 1998 the federal government 
gave this parcel of land to Riverhead Town as a 
gift. Is there something about this current deal 
that is not profitable? Perhaps they could get 
more for it later. Perhaps nobody will ever buy it. 

You should also know that, if you walk along 
Main Street in downtown Greenport, you 
will come across that town’s pride and joy—a 
magnificent hundred-year-old merry-go-round 
with hand-carved horses, right on the waterfront. 

Grumman presented this treasure as a gift 
to Greenport in 1995. When Grumman had its 
property in Riverhead, they bought this historic 
treasure, made year earlier in North Tonawanda, 
New York, so that families of the factory workers 
could take rides when company picnics were 
held. A perk of the Cold War. 

I’ve read the agreement that the board approved 
with regard to Triple Five. In one part, it says 
if they find something amiss before they turn 
over the $40 million, they can back out and get 
any deposit they paid beforehand back. If this 
agreement offers more than that—like they close 
on the property and if they don’t like it they can 
get the whole $40 million back and keep the land 
too—well, I’m not a lawyer, but it has to be gone 
over to make sure such a stupid thing would not 
happen. And if that’s in there, forget everything I 
just wrote. 

I still think Riverhead Mountain and the theme 
park would have been a whole lot of fun. But 
that’s just me. gL

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ishing has long been part of our way of life on the East End. Commercial fishing continues to survive and our local 
Ff charter captains have no shortage of customers, especially during the summer months. Surfcasting or in boats, solo 
anglers also regularly dot our shores, throwing out lines to pull in a mighty striper or enjoy battling a spirited blue. 
Not all fish are in season during the period between Memorial Day and Labor Day, so it’s important to know what you 
can catch, when and how you can catch them and the number of fish you’re allowed to take. Here’s a handy guide with 
everything a fisherman needs to know about the sea’s summer bounty. 


First: State law requires everyone to have a fishing license, which must be carried any time you drop a hook in the 
water. The good news: they’re easy to get and they’re free, so don’t let a website trick you into paying a fee. 

Visit the Department of Environmental Conservation’s website, dec.ny.gov, and click “Permit, License, Registration” — 
under “Services” at the bottom of the page to register online. A printable license will be made immediately available. 


STRIPED BASS 
April 15—December 15 
28” minimum size 
1 per day 
Record: 76 lbs., Bob Rocchetta, 
East Setauket, NY 


7/17/1981 


Named for the black, horizontal stripes 
running the length of the fish, striped bass 
can be found inshore near underwater 
structures, such as rocks and pilings, though 
they can also be caught in open water. 
Try surfcasting off Montauk Point with lures 
like bucktail jigs and swimming plugs. You 
can also bottom fish using sandworms, 
bunker, mackerel or squid for bait. 


SCUP (PORGY) 
May 1—December 31 
9” minimum size 
30 per day 
Record: 6.25 lbs., 
Samuel Warren, District Heights, MD 
10/01/1978 


Relatively small, flattened fish, porgies have a 
spiny dorsal fin and a deeply concave tail fin 
with sharp corners. They have a silver to brassy 
color with a light blue stripe that runs along the 
base of the dorsal fin, with flecks of the same 
color on its sides. They migrate inshore in spring 


and summer and feed off the bottom in daylight, © 


commonly caught around rocks. Try bottom rigs 
with sea worms, clams or squid for bait. 


SUMMER FLOUNDER (FLUKE) 
May 4—September 30 
19” minimum 
4 per day 
Record: 22.44 lbs., 
Charles Nappi, Hicksville, NY 09/15/1975 


These flatfish are left-eyed, meaning the fish’s 
mouth points left when laid horizontally so the 
eyes are above the mouth. They can change color 
to match the bottom, but fluke are generally 
brownish with lighter spots and white bellies. 
Fluke move inshore in the spring and mostly 
bottom feed in sand or mud. They congregate 
near structures and can be caught with bottom 
rigs using spearing or squid for bait. They will 
also hit a bucktail jig lure tipped with squid.

As their name suggests, these large-mouthed 
fish typically have a dark, smoky gray color, 
as well as a continuous dorsal fin and rounded 
tail fin.

Seek them out off local jetties, 
rocks and reefs. Try a high-low bait rig 
with squid, clam or fresh baitfish, or use a soft 
bait artificial lure.

Among the most common fish to catch on the East 
End, bluefish offer quite an aggressive fight. These 
long, fairly thick fish have forked tails and jaws of 
sharp, triangular teeth (watch out when removing 
your hook!). Bluefish swim in dense schools that 
can be reached surfcasting or from a boat—just 
look for the “boiling” water and flocks of seabirds 
overhead. These voracious eaters will strike all 
sorts of artificial lures, especially when in a feeding 
frenzy. Try shiny spoons and jigs, or drop chunk 
bait to the bottom for the big guys. A wired leader 
will prevent them from biting through your line. 


WEAKFISH 
All Year 
16” minimum « 1 per day 
Record: 19.13 lbs., Dennis Rooney, Seaford, NY 
10/11/1984 


Long, thin fish with dark spots on their back and 
sides, weakfish have yellow pelvic and anal fins 
and pale skin in a variety of colorful overtones, 
from pearly lavender to rose, gold or blue. 
Weakfish spawn here in the spring and fatten up 
during the summer and early fall before traveling 
south in October. They school in estuaries, bays 
and tidal creeks, or along the sandy beach. Use 
bottom rigs with spearing, squid or sandworms 
for bait. You can also use lures, such as bucktails 
and diamond jigs, pulled near the bottom in 
rapid currents. §&

I 
read Hillary Spurling’s two-volume biography on 
him. He was so courageous, living through two 
world wars and continuing his work no matter 
what painful situations he endured. He was 
always able to find his expression. He’s a huge 
inspiration. I’m sure we’d find something to talk 
about.”

“I think it might be Gustav Klimt or Pierre 
Bonnard. The discussion and questions for any 
artist would be the same. What drove you to 
become an artist?

The Last Landscape

he deck of The Widge rocked gently in the 

September swells, sending tubes of paint 
rolling in their box. A worn yet steady hand 
reached down and grabbed the green, squeezing 
it into a blob of white to produce a pale, sage 
color. On a rolling landscape of dune and scrub, a 
ripple of beach grass appeared, streaming across 
the foreground in the rising wind. 

William Langson Lathrop sat back on his stool 
and pursed his lips, gazing over the canvas at the 
coast of Montauk not far off the prow. It lacked 
the fir and farmhouses of his home in New Hope, 
Pennsylvania—precisely why he had come so far. 
At 79, and with an illustrious career behind him, 
it was time for a change of scene. 

For seven summers prior he had taken the boat 
built by his own two hands out onto the open 
water as his floating painting studio. He captured 
the moods of the shores he passed, each trapped 
in time by a veil of fog and obscured on the 
horizon by the smear of an index finger. 

Most painters in his day were intrigued 
primarily by the light of the sun—how it fell 
on cobblestones and wide-brimmed hats, 
the way it filtered through glasses of sherry 
and storefront windows. They stippled and 
speckled in bright colors across their canvases, 


calling themselves “impressionists.” 

William erased the pencil outline of a cloud on 
a blank spot of canvas and removed an unmarred 
patch from the blob of white with the tip of his 
brush. Right before it touched the fabric, he 
pulled his hand back and stuck the end in his 
mouth, pensive. 

For him, the atmosphere—the elements that 
hung in the air between the light and the surfaces 
it touched—was a far worthier subject than the 
light itself. There was a mysticism in the forces of 
nature that created such looming, ominous forms 
as clouds, and he intended to illuminate it. 

Painting en plein air never left enough time to 
do it justice; the atmosphere is a fickle thing, as 
unpredictable as a dog in front of a camera. If 
you don’t move quick enough, it'll get bored and 
go on its way. 

Gazing directly up, a swatch of blue sky 
disappeared behind a blanket of grey. The air, 
already damp with days of spotty rain, felt cold 
against his face. If he were to finish the painting 
in the studio later, it would need a proper start on 
the deck of The Widge. 

Working at a faster pace than usual, William 
swathed tan and grey over a field of light blue, 
leaving hints of the sky above in the beach below. 
Pink and ruddy burgundy cut faintly across the 
sand as he neared the horizon. 


Peering around the canvas, he saw that the 
space where the sky met the land had grown 
considerably darker than he had painted it. No 
matter — such changes occur quickly in nature, 
and he was no stranger to the whims of the wind. 
It was his pleasure to witness the faculties of 
nature firsthand. 

But there was little time to make the 
adjustment: the first drop of rain plunked onto 
the palette, blending the blue and green together 
into a swampy sort of yellow. William took to the 
canvas, and it became a blur of hues and shades 
showered in soft, muted color until the coastline 
appeared. Above the dunes rose a plume of grey 
vapor like that of a steam engine—or perhaps 
a whole herd of them—approaching from 
the distance. 

A raindrop landed right on the canvas. It was 
time to turn in. 

Shuffling his paints and brushes into the box, 
William hurried the canvas and easel into the 
ship’s cabin. He placed the painting down on a 
bench and noticed the bottom left corner was 
empty. He almost laughed, grabbing a brush and 
dipping it into a puddle of black on his drying 
palette. In a hurried scrawl, he signed and dated 
the bottom: September 21st, 1938. 

Topside again, William took a hold of the jib 
line and brought it in, CONTINUED ON PAGE 142

the wind strong enough that it fought him till 
it folded. Though he was an older man than the 
one who had braved the Naval Academy in youth, 
he took to the rigging like any able seaman. Salt 
spray over the starboard side landed on his back, 
sending a chill up his spine. 

The cabin radio chimed. 

William descended and grabbed the receiver, 
listening closely to the ticking message. It was 
a small craft advisory; a gale was arriving from 
the south. 

This excited the painter; the opportunity to 
ride out a storm was a rare one. Unfortunately, 
Atlantic coastal waters were no place to do it—so 
he made for the shelter of Fort Pond Bay. 

Coming about, he listened to the wind howling 
in the spar. It was hollow and empty, bringing 
with it a pang of loneliness. He missed his wife, 
Annie, and the warmth of their house when 
they held tea for family and friends. As much 
as he valued his solitude on the sea, William 
longed for his companions. Engaging in truly 
good conversation was a dying art. 

The rain fell heavier against the deck. Annie 
would have scolded him for being out in foul 
weather. He chuckled at the thought, pulling the 
tiller toward him to angle into Fort Pond Bay. 

Over the dunes he could see a mast or two, 
other travelers in the storm seeking refuge. As he 
rounded the spit of sand, two fishing boats came 
into full view. 

William tried to wave, but the wind gusted, 
sending the boom flying towards him. Nimble 
yet, he ducked underneath, pushing against the 


tiller. The Widge glided along the shore of the 
bay, rocking as whitecaps slapped her hull. The 
storm was kicking up fast. 

Unsure of how much water there was left to 
draw, he brought in the mainsail and dropped 
anchor, mooring within sight of the two fishing 
boats. They rocked in the gale as well, weathering 
the beating as best they could. 

Seeking some relief from the rain, the painter 
ducked into the cabin. The radio continued to 
beep, but it brought the same warning. He struck 
a match, leaving a wisp of smoke as he lit a 
lantern hanging above the folding table. 

Through the cabin portholes he watched 
the bay rise and fall, framed whimsically in 
the brass circles. Outside, lightning snapped 
to the southwest by the lighthouse. The great 
tower’s beam swung around, blurred in the rain 
that pounded the glass. Thunder overhead shook 
The Widge. 

Aswell jolted the cabin, sending a nautical chart 
rolling on top of the painting of the shoreline. 
William snatched it up, relieved to find the paint 
hadn’t smeared. 

As he gazed at his work, the sounds of the storm 
writhing outside, something in the threatening 
clouds spoke to him. He saw the very winds that 
whipped around The Widge barreling down on 
the viewer, climbing over the horizon with an 
unstoppable ferocity. He could hear it throbbing 
in his ears, rumbling against the hull to the point 
where it shivered as if alive. 

It was magnificent. 

The cabin still open to the elements, William 


walked to the steps and rose, coming halfway 
out and resting his arms on the top deck. His 
wisps of hair whirled around his head, spectacles 
beaded with rainwater and salt. He was awash in 
the glory of the storm, invited to cross the bridge 
between man and nature that fascinated him 
so deeply. 

A low roar, barely heard above the din, rose 
from the north side of the bay. The beam from 
the lighthouse cut over the water, trailing across 
a great, grey wall that surged towards The Widge. 
It was the biggest wave the artist had ever seen, 
roiling with the sheer force of the hurricane. 

A faint smile flickered across William’s face. He 
had spent a life dedicated to the earth, its colors, 
tones, and temperaments, and the hardworking 
people who tend and keep it. He counted himself 
among them — a farmer in youth, a sailor at hand, 
and a poet at heart. 

The wave rising, moving ever closer, he took a 
final breath of damp, salt air. 


When The Widge washed ashore several days | 


later, William Langson Lathrop was not on board. 
Instead, they found his final work: a landscape of 
Montauk dated September 21st, 1938. Forever 
captivated by nature’s power and spirit, the 
artist’s last painting was of the very storm that 
took his life. £&

from an upcoming book by Dan Rattiner, 
founder of Dan’s Papers, and Daniel Simone, 
author of The Lufthansa Heist. This first segment 
is about the 2001 murder of East Hampton 
millionaire Ted Ammon and the implications 
surrounding his wife and her lover in that 
sensational homicide. 

* * * 

The acrimonious divorce negotiations had 
been contentious and a resolution seemed 
impossible. In the interim, the presiding judge 
ordered the husband to pay $85,000 in monthly 
alimony payments, which the wife had been 
demanding heatedly. At issue was also the 
division of valuable assets and the custody of 
their 11-year-old twins, Greg and Alexa, the 
subjects of a fiery debate; but the settlement 
agreement would never be executed. 

At a fit 52, Ted Ammon, tall and striking with 
an endearing smile and a winning personality, 
declared to be sitting on a fortune tipping at 
$40,000,000; but she insisted it totaled closer 
to $300,000,000. In addition to a townhouse on 
the tony upper eastside, Ammon owned multiple 
vacation homes, one of which was a splendid 
2.2-acre estate on Middle Lane in East Hampton. 


Adjacent to a pond in a setting of beautifully 
manicured gardens, a bucolic wonder, the elegant 
mansion boasted 7,000 square-feet of living 
space. Ted, an avid reader, had designed and 
built an expansive library with floor-to-ceiling 
book shelves and French doors that splayed 
bright rays of natural light into this room. Ted 
had amassed his wealth, whatever it was, through 
leveraged buyouts. He was a supporter of the arts 
and the chairman of Jazz at Lincoln Center. 
After years of an incompatible marriage, 
he resolved to dissolve his nuptials from his 
lavishly spending bride, Generosa, a 45-year- 
old combative woman with a blonde, neck- 


_length bob. She, angry and cantankerous, was 


somewhat attractive, though often berated Ted 
in public. One balmy afternoon, the trees had 
blossomed, the fragrance of spring in the air, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ammon had been spotted strolling 
on Main Street in East Hampton. Unexpectedly, 
Generosa, believing Ted had glanced a bit too 
long at a scantily clad female, lunged at him, 
tearing the collar of his green polo shirt. This 
created a vulgar spectacle in front of a crowd 
of strolling pedestrians. Sure Ted was a ladies’ 
man of sorts, but unlike his flagrant wife, he 
carried on privately and discreetly. Despite 
his inconspicuous tiptoeing in an extramarital 


relationship, Generosa “just knew” he had a> 


girlfriend, igniting a spousal war. Usually, when 
the arguing begins, feuding couples often use 
the children as pawns, pitting them against one 
another. Generosa did precisely so and did it 


masterfully. She dispraised Ted to their son 


and daughter, concocting disparaging lies. “Your 
father cheats in business,” and “Your father 
is always spying on us.” Mrs. Ammon even 
convinced the mortified twins that their dad had 
installed a surveillance camera on the rooftop 
of a building nearby the Manhattan townhouse 
that she insisted was hers. On one occasion, 
on a rampage and in rare form, she shouted 
to the twins, “He has a girlfriend and an 
illegitimate son.” 

Ted was appalled but he rebuffed his wife’s 
inflammatory allegations. As far as the illegitimate 
son, Ted staunchly rejected that supposition, but 
never broached: the part about the girlfriend. 
Losing the battle, he couldn’t shake Generosa’s 
negative influence on Greg and Alexa, poisoning 
them against him, and the impressionable pair 
became confused over their parents’ ugly battles. 

Indeed, Mrs. Ammon’s matrimony had been a 
failure, but the greed-driven woman fought with 
legal weapons and mental warfare to ensure the 
divorce settlement would be more successful than 
the marriage. Ironically, her name, Generosa, 
derives from the Latin word generosus, meaning 
virtuous, magnanimous, and of noble birth, a 
glaring contrast to her present volatile behavior 
and disposition. 

As the separation progressed, she dove into 
a blooming romance with a younger boyfriend 
of 38, Danny Pelosi, a crude, tough-talking 
electrician from Manorville, Long Island whom 
she saw as her tool belt — CONTINUED ON PAGE 146 
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workman hero. Unbeknownst to Mrs. Ammon, 
he was also a low-level felon with a miscellany of 
crimes, currently on probation. 

She had contracted him to renovate her Fifth 
Avenue Manhattan town house, another asset 
inclusive in the divorce resolution. Meanwhile, 
Pelosi’s volcanic libido was alluring to the older 
Generosa, but a minor inconvenience cropped 
up. During the noisy, dusty restoration, it wasn’t 
practical to stay at the Ammons’ town house, 
and at Ted’s expense of $1,500 per day, she, the 
two siblings and Pelosi moved into the Stanhope 
Hotel. To Ted’s outrage, while his wife and 
her fiancé were “shacking up” at that exclusive 
hotel, Pelosi, a wiseguy-wanna-be, knowing that 
Generosa’s weakness was the children, began 
acting as their surrogate father. Ted felt this 
sordid and debased arrangement was not in the 
best interest of the twins. He tried reasoning with 
Generosa to not further inflict emotional harm 
on the mentally fragile Greg and Alexa. Mrs. 
Ammon retorted with accusations of her own. 
She raged on about Ted having scorned her with 
his dalliances; and, according to a psychiatrist 
who had been following the saga, her immorally 
reckless conduct was a psychological retaliation 
for his past and present infidelities. 

Greg and Alexa, affected by the bitter quarreling 
began floundering in school. Ted wrenched over 
this bizarre situation, and on weekends withdrew 
to his East Hampton mansion, presumably still 
seeing his mistress. Generosa, on the other hand, 
seemed unfazed by her troubled youngsters and 
basked in her defiance. She was preoccupied 
with the architectural plans and spare-nothing

restoration of her town house, and at the same 
time cherishing the virility of her boyfriend. 

As for her husband, Generosa intimated she 
wished him dead, or so were the whispers and 
rumors within the couple’s circles. Absorbing 
those insinuations, and envisioning personal 
gains, Pelosi could easily have thought that was 
a great idea and put in motion a plan to murder 
Ted Ammon. If Ted were out of the way, the killer 
could marry his widow and share her fortune. 
Whether she was complicit in her lover’s scheme 
was not known, and will never be known. Then 
the plot thickened. On October 20, 2001, while 
Ted slept in the master bedroom of his country 
home at 59 Middle Lane, somebody entered it 
without forcing his way in and disarmed the 
mansion’s highly sophisticated alarm system. 
How could he have done so? The answer 
wasn’t mysterious or complicated to many. At 
Generosa’s will, and unbeknownst to Ted, Pelosi 
had installed an invisible camera surveillance 
network throughout the house so she could 
monitor her husband’s suspected shenanigans. 
The day after the murderer had stealthily forayed 
into the Ammon residence, an associate of Ted 
discovered. his bludgeoned body, naked and 
bloody, on the bedroom floor in a lifeless sprawl 
of arms and legs. Why would a man sleep naked 
in late October? Unless someone else shared his 
bed, some observers speculated. 

The surveillance equipment had been 
removed, and Pelosi later admitted to having 
dismantled it, though he steadfastly denied 
any implications in Ted’s murder. Generosa, 
too, refuted the notion of any involvement 


in the gruesome homicide. However, several 
witnesses, friends and domestic employees, 
attested that they overheard her incriminating 
rants: “I wanna see him dead,” and, “He got 
what he deserved.” More compelling, three 
months following Ted’s demise, she married 
her boyfriend. But not long after their 
honeymoon, Generosa was diagnosed with 
breast cancer and died shortly thereafter. Before 
passing, for unspecified reasons, she modified 
her will and only left her new groom a mere 
$2,000,000—a pittance in the scope of relativity.

Danny Pelosi’s downward luck didn’t end 
there. He was ultimately indicted and convicted 
for Ted Ammon’s murder and imprisoned for 
25 years to life. Interestingly, he has maintained 
his innocence and, as of recently, hired a private 
investigator, Jay Salpeter, to unearth, he hopes, 
exculpating evidence to clear him of Ammon’s 
homicide. This begs a question: if Generosa 
had nothing to do with Ted’s killing, as she 
claimed persistently with indignation; and if 
Pelosi continues to insist argumentatively that 
he’s innocent, then who committed the murder?

This Week's Cover Artist: Peter Max 


n 1976 Peter Max began an annual July 4th 

tradition: painting the State of Liberty. In 1981, 
he painted six 8-foot-tall canvases of the Statue 
on the White House lawn for President and First 
Lady Reagan to celebrate their first July 4th in the 
Washington. He then helped initiate the Statue 
of Liberty renovation with Lee Iacocca, then 
Chairman of Chrysler Corporation. He continued 
painting the Statue every year. He’s also been 
creating original cover artwork for Dan’s Papers 
for decades now. “Creating cover art for Dan’s 
Papers each year has become another wonderful 
July 4th tradition for me,” Max says. 


Does the 4th of July hold a 
special significance for you? 
The 4th of July has always 
meant something special to 
me since I arrived in America 
with my parents at age 16, after 
growing up in Shanghai, China, 
and Haifa, Israel. New York City 
captured my imagination and 
the Empire State Building and 
Statue of Liberty have inspired my 
collages and paintings since early 


on. America has always been a_ PETERMAXINHIS STUDIO and the 
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land of creativity to me, with [its] 
great ideas, amazing innovations, 
kind and generous people and 
big heart. July 4th is a time to 
celebrate our national spirit and 
our Independence Day. 

Do you remember your first 
commission? 

I had studied realism at the 
Art Students League of New 
York, soon after I became 
fascinated with expressionism 
avant-garde. I 

painted some new canvases and 
showed them to the art director at 
Riverside Records. He loved them and 
commissioned me to do a painting of blues 
piano player Meade Lux Lewis for an 
album cover and it won a gold medal at 
the Society of Illustrator’s annual exhibition on 
Park Avenue. I'll never forget it, and it got me off 
toa great start. 
Where is the most unusual place your 
work has appeared? 

One of my greatest thrills a honors, and 
a place I would have never imagined, was to 
have a one-man exhibition at the Hermitage 
Museum in Leningrad by invitation of Mikhail 
Gorbachev. It was the largest museum opening of 
an art exhibition in the history of Russia, drawing 
14,500 people on opening day. My greatest thrill 
was entering the museum and seeing thousands 
of young Russians dressed as American hippies, 
holding up their hands with a peace symbol and 
chanting “Peace. Peace. Peace.” It brought tears 
to my eyes. 

If you could sit down to coffee with any 
artist from history, who would it be and

-what would you talk about? 


It would probably be Picasso. He was so ahead 
of his time and a master of many media. I created 
a series of etchings based on his Vollard Suites. 
More than just talk to him, I would have loved to 
have seen him paint and use his brush. I would 
love to talk to him about what music he liked and 
listened to. 

Do you have any advice for an 
aspiring artist? 

I think it’s very important to vel a strong 
foundation in art education, studying anatomy, 
perspective, light and shadow. I learned that 
you have the freedom to break all the rules 
after you have learned them. Keep drawing 
things over and over again, you'll see things 
in different ways at different times and it gives 
your hand good muscle memory and agility. 
And of course always be curious, taking in our 
amazing world. 

Are you working on any projects currently? 

Yes, I’ve partnered with Wrangler again for 
a limited release clothing collection that’s out 
now. It’s really fun with my cosmic art, like my 
first collection with them back in the ‘70s. And 
I have an exhibition of my early works on now 
at The Museum at Bethel Woods, at the site of 
Woodstock. I’m always painting and creating 
new graphic editions and seeing my friends and 
fans at my gallery shows.

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‘Alan Cumming Goes to Westhampton Beach July 6 


renaissance man of stage and screen, Alan 

Cumming is coming to the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center on Friday, July 6. This Tony, 
Emmy and Olivier award-winning actor, singer, writer, 
producer and director is bringing his brand-new one- 
man cabaret, called the Legal Immigrant Tour, to the 
East End. Get set for an evening of song, story telling 
and provocation, all delivered in Cumming’s charming, 
thick Scottish accent. 

“It’s 10 years since I became a U.S. citizen,” says 
Cumming, in explaining the title Legal Immigrant. 
“And the subject of immigration has changed in the 
last 10 years—this country seems to have moved away 
from seeing itself as a nation of immigrants, which 
is terrifying to me.” Cumming sees the change as 
stemming from an effort to erase certain groups of 
people from history.

Few artists would seem better positioned to fight 
back against such an effort than Alan Cumming. 
Well-known for playing leads in films like Romy and 
Michele’s High School Reunion and The Anniversary 
Party as well as for his television work on shows like 
The Good Wife, Cumming is currently playing the 
lead on the CBS series Instinct. “It’s the first network 
show to have as a main character a person in a same- 
sex marriage,” says Cumming. It’s an example of 
art imitating life. Cumming himself is in a same-sex 
marriage—he has been legally married to illustrator 
Grant Shaffer since 2012. 

So nobody’s going to be erasing Cumming’s 
contributions any time soon. In fact, Cumming has 
come to occupy a unique position in American culture: 
a Scottish, openly gay stage, film and television actor 
and singer who’s at the same time firmly lodged as a 
household name. 

As such, Cumming is the rare artist with both the 
talent and the star power to draw people in for a show 
that’s really just about HIM. And not only the one 
time. The Legal Immigrant Tour is the third cabaret 
show Cumming has done in recent years—it’s a type of 
performance that he adores but that took him a while 
to adopt for himself. “In doing these shows I’m asking 
an audience to see ME,” Cumming says. “Doing a show 
as yourself is a huge leap.” 

It’s also a challenge to put together. True cabaret is 
a somewhat ill-defined, hybrid sort of performance— 
part concert, part comedy act, part story-telling, all 
fabulous. It was once quite common but is now fairly 


rare (although it continues to thrive in gay nightclubs). 
So it can be hard to even know where to begin crafting 
a new show. 

In choosing songs, Cumming relies on advice 
he got from Liza Minnelli. “She told me to look 
for songs that are acting songs—I can act them 
and inhabit them.” 
~ “You have to let it ferment,” Cumming says. “There'll 
be songs I'd like to sing, and I will start to toy with 
them at sound check. It’s amazing when you start 
singing something and the band responds.” Sometimes, 
Cumming will show up at Club Cumming—yes, he has 
his own (fabulous!) nightclub in the East Village—to 
try out material for a new show in front of an audience. 
But there’s only so much preparation he can do. “We

debuted the new show in Seattle a few weeks ago, and 
that’s the first time we ran the whole thing,” he says.

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Richard Thompson Plays Guitac Masters 


couldn’t get any more perfect, Guild Hall in East 

ampton has gone and found a way to make it happen. 
Summer 2018 will see the inaugural Guitar Masters 
festival, three days of immersion in the world of the 
guitar. Organized by Amagansett’s own guitar master 
G.E. Smith and running from July 5 to July 7, the Guitar 
Masters festival will feature performances, screenings, 
talks, and interactions with a who’s-who of the guitar 
world. And since it wouldn’t be the Hamptons without 
a few celebrities in the mix, some living legends of the 
guitar will be on hand—among them Andy Summers 
of the Police and Israeli superstar David Broza. What 
more could the guitar aficionado ask for? 

“I call them guitar nerds, actually,” says Richard 
Thompson, the British guitar god who will be

with the flat pick in front of the TV and would want 


performing at the festival, on Friday, July 6 at 8 p.m., 
alongside his son Teddy. Thompson clearly considers 
“guitar nerd” to be a term of affection, as he quickly and 
happily consents to answer wonky questions about the 
complexities of his own playing technique. Thompson, 
who does play electric but is probably better known for 
his work playing the acoustic guitar, employs a very 
personal style on both of the instruments. In what has 
sometimes been called hybrid picking, his unusual 
right-hand technique involves using a standard flat 
pick to pluck or-strum while at the same time using his 
other fingers to pluck individual strings. It gives his 
playing a distinctive, syncopated sound. But Thompson 
gravitated to the technique somewhat by accident. 

“IT never thought about it. I would be practicing

to switch to finger style, but I was too lazy to put the 
pick down!” The resulting sound became Thompson’s 
signature style, accompanying his original, British- 
inflected songs, starting from his early days with the 
seminal British folk-rock band Fairport Convention to 
his work with Richard and Linda Thompson, a band he 
founded with his then-wife Linda, and on to his current 
solo career. Listen for it on such Richard Thompson 
gems as “A Heart Needs a Home,” “Beeswing,” and 
on “Persuasion,” the beautiful ballad he co-wrote with 
Tim Finn of the band Crowded House. 

“The guitar is fundamentally a limited instrument,” 
says Thompson, going on to draw a comparison to the 
piano, an instrument that, he points out, offers the 
player a much broader range of notes and the ability 
to reach those notes more quickly and with greater 
fluidity. But Thompson also points out that the guitar 
can offer greater rewards for inventive approaches 
to playing. “The great players are the ones who have 
discovered things that you can do with the guitar that 
you can’t do with anything else.” 

Like Thompson, Andy Summers, who will be 
performing at the festival on Thursday, July 5, is one 
of those guitarists who discovered new ways to use the 
instrument. While Summers’s work with the Police was 
to some extent backgrounded by Stewart Copeland’s 
virtuosic drumming and by Sting’s, well, “Sting-ness,” 
Summers’s unique guitar tone and his use of jazz 
chords in a reggae-tinged context was fundamental to 
the sound of the band. It’s axiomatic that one of the 
reasons why very few cover bands play Police songs is 
that, to this day, other guitarists can’t figure out how to 
play like Andy Summers. 

So, if nobody else can play like Richard Thompson 
and Andy Summers can, then you just have to bring the 
real thing. And, for Guitar Masters, Guild Hall is doing 
just that. Individual tickets can be had for the events 
in the festival, but all us “guitar nerds” better get the 
all-access pass! fi

ew coming out stories are entirely pleasant. Fewer 
F still involve a slippery slope from excommunication 
to the sex industry. That is the true story that Steven 
Fales wants to share on the Bay Street Theater stage. 
Fales’ autobiographical one-man show, Confessions 
of a Mormon Boy, made its off-Broadway debut in 
2006 under the guidance of Director Jack Hofsiss. 
In it, Fales tells his complex story of extremes: from 
acting as a model Mormon to suffering through 
gay conversion therapy, being excommunicated 
for homosexuality, getting divorced, losing custody 
of his kids and becoming involved with drugs and 
prostitution in Manhattan. 
After Hofsiss died in 2016, Fales was unsure if 
Confessions could go on without him, but he was 
determined to continue sharing his story. “How could 


I let The Book of Mormon be the last word?” he says. 
Then he met Bay Street Artistic Director Scott Schwartz, 
and he knew that this was the man he needed at the 
helm of his play, to breathe new life into it. “Schwartz 
helped me find the missing beats,” Fales adds. The 
updated version includes a more in-depth look at his 
relationship with his ex-wife, actor/writer/producer 
Emily Pearson, current politics and fresh jokes, and it’s 
ultimately more accessible to the audience, which is of 
great importance to Fales. Always looking for feedback 
after performances, he loves nothing more than to hear 
that sharing his story helped someone unlock their 
own. “The human connection is why I keep doing it,” 
he shares. “Your story is as important as any story ever 
told, and you can use it to change the world or just one 
person who needs to hear it.”

STEVEN FALES, THESPIAN 


Confessions of a Mormon Boy is the first musical 
in The Mormon Boy Trilogy, which was followed 
by its prequel Mission Statement (previously titled 
Missionary Position) and sequel Prodigal Dad. 
Schwartz and Fales are preparing the trilogy for its 
off-Broadway debut, where the plays will be performed 
in repertory. Fales says performing each play one after 
another every day will be an incredible feat, and he 
looks forward to the challenge, saying “It’s kind of 
like my Olympics.” Bay Street will host special, free 
readings by Fales of the second and third plays after 
Confessions concludes its short run. No dates are set 
for the readings at press time. 

The trilogy remains relevant today because it 
illuminates the truth behind the “truth” found in topics 
that are still largely taboo, including Mormon temple 
ceremonies, New York human trafficking and the 
soul-crushing pressure that many LGBT people from 
religious homes feel before and during the coming out 
process. Even though that marginalized minority has 
more rights than ever, Fales argues, “It’s not about 
the quantity of rights, but the quality of life.” The 
play doesn’t end in despair though. Fales gets his life 
straight, reconnects with his kids and integrates his gay 
identity with his faith, which he admits will always be 
at least partly Mormon. “We can’t stay in anger forever, 
or it will eat us up,” he warns. 

That advice is one of the clues that Fales included 
in his plays to help his two grown children navigate 
today’s world, describing the trilogy as a “valentine 
to my children” and adding that “they’re the real 
heroes of the story.” In fact, had his mother-in-law 
Carol Lynn Pearson not made him a footnote in her 
own memoir, he probably wouldn’t have written 
anything. He explains that he wanted his kids to know 
their father in his own words and adds, “I didn’t want 
to be erased.” 

Fales is currently working on a book expanding The 
Mormon Boy Trilogy called Oxy-Mormon Memoirs. 
In it, he seeks to delve into the white space of the plays 
and take an honest look at some of the stories that 
couldn’t be displayed on the stage.

When picking out meat at the supermarket 
or butcher shop, look for bright color and know that 
the more fat there is in the eye of the meat, the better 
the flavor.

U/ alk into Citarella in Manhattan or the Hamptons 
or Connecticut and the piscine passion of owner 
Joe Gurrera is on full display. The artful presentation 
of fresh fish, the colors and textures and...the terroir? 
Indeed, for many people, such an offering incites not 
inspiration but some form of ichthyophobia. And now, 
Guerrera has a cure for what ails them. 

“People are afraid of fish, afraid to cook seafood, 
to buy it or handle it,” he says. “I was driven to write 
this book for that reason—to make it simple, to be 
informative, that’s it,” he says of his first cookbook, 
the never-has-there-been-a-tome-more-appropriately- 
named Joe Knows Fish: Taking the Intimidation Out 
of Cooking Seafood. “I’m not a chef, but I know how 
to cook. The main thing I stress is the simplicity of 
the fish. It’s all about the flavors. I wanted to write it 
15 years ago, but I was just too busy. Now here it is.” 

And it’s pure Gurrera, cover to cover. No nonsense 
and funny—“Do you want to hear what happened 
to the couple in Milano who sprinkled cheese on 
their spaghetti vongole? THEY RE STILL IN JAIL!’— 
packed with knowledge and an effusive love for all 
things seafood. Joe Knows Fish is based on, as the 
author says, simple premises, indeed: Buy the freshest, 
highest quality ingredients you can, from a source with 
whom you've built up trust, and then follow the steps 
that Gurrera lays out. To take the ease-of-use concept 
to a level many cookbooks won't go, every recipe comes 
with photos of how the dish should look when you've 
cooked it, and, perhaps even more important, how the 
fish should look when you buy it. 

Freshness cannot be stressed enough when cooking

with seafood. This starts at the source. Naturally, 
Gurrera recommends buying at Citarella—“That’s my 
pantry!” he says with a laugh. But more important 
to him is that you find a source you can trust—a 
fishmonger with experience, one who will do 
anything from © answer 
questions about 
sustainable sourcing 
to shuck your clams. 
Without the right 
fish, the pursuit is 
ultimately fruitless. 

To make the book 
accessible to beginners 
and inspiring to those 
more advanced in the 
culinary arts, Gurrera 
breaks everything down 
into 10 chapters—six 
on techniques (Grill, 
Bake & Roast, Broil, 
Sauté, Poach & Steam, 
Fry), followed by Toss 
with Pasta; Chill & 
Eat Raw, Savory Sides 
and Classic Seafood 
Sauces. The levels of 
difficulty, such as they are, 
rise as the page numbers 
increase, but Gurrera insists 
“there’s nothing really challenging in 
there. It’s all simple. Olive oil, salt, pepper, good 


utensils, a good pan...it’s not really recipe driven.” 
Fear not, though, there’s no lack of recipes. Many 
embrace our local bounty—Montauk tile fish, lobsters 
and fluke, flounder, stripers and porgies, 
which Gurrera highlights as 
“one of the best tasting fish 
in the ocean”—while others 
allow Gurrera to share 
discoveries from trips afar. 
Entertaining origin stories of 
dishes like the Italian Surf 
& Turf invented in Florida 
(you'll never eat nachos 
during a football Sunday 
again) or the scallop crudo 
discovered on a New Year’s 
Day in Denmark take this 
book beyond just a recipe 
collection.

Gault Seafood in South Carolina; Endurance Seafood, 
Outerbanks Seafood and the Full-Circle Crab Company 
in North Carolina. 

Such tales of people, places and plates make Joe 
Knows Fish a story of Gurrera’s journey to this 
moment. From days as the 10-year-old son of an 
Italian immigrant father who took him to the Fulton 
Fish Market in the shadow of the Brooklyn Bridge 
to his time delivering fish across the country as a 
17-year-old; from getting his big break meeting with 
Wolfgang Puck to his biggest move—buying a classic 
saw-dusted seafood shop called Citarella on New York 
City’s Upper West Side in 1983 and...well, 35 years 
later, here we are. 

Now, you don’t get where Gurrera has gotten by 
following everybody else’s rules. As the pages turn, the 
sound you'll hear is the crack of conventions breaking. 
Squeezing lemon over cooked seafood (don’t do it), 
eating oysters only in months that end in R (go ahead 
and add Y, E and T...if you know your source), the wild 
versus farmed debate (it doesn’t necessarily matter. 
But that thing about knowing your source? Yes, apply 
it here, too.), the myth of “sushi grade” (it simply 
equals freshness, that’s it).... 

On the subject of myths, a dear one is about to be 
busted. Prepare yourself. Every Italian mother is not 
a great cook. Gurrera’s mother wasn’t (although he’s 
sure to note that she was great at many things, as any 
good son should), thus the recipes in Joe Knows Fish 
are not a collection passed down through generations, 
but rather his own. He does recall her making the 
Steamed Flounder with Italian Seasoning, however, 
and though he can’t pick a favorite dish in the book, he 
admits this is particularly close to his heart, as it was 
her favorite, and the fond memories of her making it 
remain with him to this day. 

Gurrera’s roots as a New Yorker are very much at

the book’s core. “If I lived in California or someplace 
else, I couldn’t have written this book,” he says, 
noting that the variety of seafood in our surrounding 
waters have helped him develop a familiarity 
and expertise he could have acquired nowhere 
else. “Even if I was in Florida on the water, I couldn’t 
have done the same thing that I did here. Besides me 
having a place in the fish market for 30-something 
years, I have the access to what’s flown in from

“te, 
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Greece or Norway or wherever. I’m very fortunate.” 

Along with the warm recollections, Gurrera 
remembers that the flounder from his mother’s 
kitchen was often overdone. If you take nothing else 
away from this book, that is it: Cooking seafood is, first 
and foremost, all about the clock. Watch it, respect 
it. “Do not answer your cell phone!” he says, and not 
in jest. Whether you are frying, grilling, sautéing... 
do not overcook your seafood. Say it out loud. Do not 
overcook your seafood. 

Or don’t cook it at all. Raw seafood may be one of the 
most fear-inducing of topics, but in Gurrera’s hands, it 
will become a go-to. You'll learn the difference between 
tartare and crudo, and you'll soon find yourself gazing 
in a whole different way at that tuna, fluke, salmon 
and Spanish mackerel—you can tartare and crudo it all 
(if tartare and crudo weren’t verbs in your vocabulary, 
well, they are now). No matter your level of experience, 
this is likely your intro to Branzino crudo, which 
Gurrera had never seen done anywhere else when he 
decided to put it in the book. 

Showing people something new, expanding their 
reach even just a bit, this is ultimately the hope of Joe 
Knows Fish. It comes back, always, to his passion for 
sharing his lifetime of knowledge. How to pick out a 
fish, how to cook that fish, he wants to help. Or how to 
shuck oysters and clams, how to devein shrimp, how 
to remove the meat from a lobster, how to filet a whole 
grilled fish, how to tell a male lobster from a female 
(it’s probably not what you're thinking). These are the 
kinds of things that people ask him—or are afraid to 
ask, so he'll tell them anyway. 

“This is what I do,” he says with a smile. ea is 
what I know.”

Outdoor Décor Trends Sweeping East End 


hen it comes to East End living, the exterior 

is almost as important as what you've got going 
on inside. East End exteriors certainly have a 
reputation, one that’s been molded by classic Hamptons 
staples like cedar shingle gambrels and hydrangea 
plantings leading to in-ground pools punctuated by 
Adirondack chairs. 

That’s the archetypal Long Island exterior we East 
Enders have come to know and love. And while those 
archetypes always have room to change and grow as 
time goes on, these are the top outdoor décor trends 
most popular in the East End this summer. 

Indoor/outdoor living spaces. Living spaces 
that can co-exist both indoors and out are in right 
now. Why keep things separate when you can marry 
two aspects of your lifestyle and make multi-faceted, 
multi-purpose living spaces? You can easily achieve 
this trend with porcelain pavers, which can be used for 
indoor and outdoor areas, a multi-functional outdoor 
kitchen, pergolas, pavilions and more. 

Pavilions. The appeal of pavilions is two-fold: The 
roofed, though not-sided, structures provide shelter 
from all kinds of weather, good and bad. A backyard 
pavilion can be refuge from a burning, unforgiving 
sun or a light summer rain. But unlike a screened- 
in or sided structure, pavilions offer views of your 
backyard surroundings. With no view of the yard 
obscured, pavilions make the ideal space for outdoor 
kitchens while not restricting a parent’s view of playing 
children, pets and other goings-on in the yard. 

Outdoor fireplaces. Speaking of pavilions, they 
offer the perfect opportunity to showcase your outdoor 
fireplace. In recent years, fire pits—a less structured, 
less designed alternative to outdoor ' fireplaces— 
have been on the decline, mostly due to a sense of 
architectural pragmatism. With fire pits, smoke blows

and billows with only the wind to guide it. Hence, 
you get a lot of smoke in your face when dealing with 
a fire pit, but with an outdoor fireplace, things (like 
smoke) are much more controlled and ultimately 
more enjoyable. 

Mixing weather-friendly pikicuialc The more 


materials and the more textures in 2018, the better. © 


Mixing weatherboard cladding with other materials 
adds a bit of excitement and warmth to a trend 
that previously skewed a bit turgid. Whether it’s the 
amalgamation of stone, steel, limestone and cladding, 
the mish-mashing of exteriors gives a customizable, 
personable quality to your outdoor oasis. 

Deep blue mixed with steel. Mixing two 
materials isn’t the only outdoor décor trend on the 
East End that involves two trends mingling. Consider 
mixing hue and materials as well, as juxtaposing deep 
blue shades with the contrasting metallic sheen of 
steel. The combination makes for an eclectic, very 
industrial-feeling mix, but it doesn’t lose any warmth 
with the integration of the steel, thanks to the coziness 
the dark blue offers. 

Subtle stripes. What’s the way to Hamptonize 
anything, at least from a design perspective?

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Sea Ho: Property Value at Risk From Rising Sea Level 


outhampton, we have a problem. Yes, we've 

long known about sea level rise, but new data 
compiled by a group called the Union of Concerned 
Scientists shows that in the U.S., Southampton has the 
second highest level of property tax revenue at risk. 
(Congratulations, Central Coast, California! You’re the 
big loser here, with Southampton close behind.) 

In fact, Southampton may well be the most vulnerable 
in the nation based on home values. The Union of 
Concerned Scientists used Zillow estimates to calculate 
values, and any casual user of Zillow in the Hamptons 
knows the values tend to be laughably underestimated 
when it comes to waterfront property. (The other data 
used in the analysis was published last year by the 
scientists, detailing areas of “chronic inundation,” 
which, in this case, means 26 times a year.) 

Climate change will drive sea level rise. That means 
that coastal communities such as Southampton are in 
big trouble. East Hampton is less at risk, as a good bit 
of the coastline--think Montauk bluffs, for example--is 
above sea level. Westhampton Beach, Meadow Lane— 
areas built on barrier islands or as-good-as barrier 
islands are at serious risk, with the possibility of being 
flooded 26 times per year by 2030. (Which is only 
12 years away, folks....) 

The Union of Concerned Scientists points out 
that the data reflects sea level rise, not storms. 
And of course, property values will sour, infrastructure 
will erode and local taxes will slump. This means that 
municipalities’ credit ratings will dip and make it 
harder to finance projects to ameliorate the problem. 

What can we do? On a local level, we can do 
things like elevate structures, use fewer impermeable 
materials on the ground so that water can drain instead 
of flood, plant bio-retention gardens and bioswales. 


DON’T BE LEFT OUT AT SEA DUE TO CLIMATE CHANGE. 


But the real change has to come at the state and federal 
level: cut carbon emissions, improve flood insurance 
and other initiatives. Let’s get started to save our 
beautiful community.
